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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. This application contains the 
following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7, drawn to a vehicle control method. 
Group II, claim(s) 8-10, drawn to a vehicle control apparatus.
